Those who are interested in studying the 
process by which the railroads of this coun- 
try are by their favoritism between shippers 
making monopolies of most of our leading 
businesses should carefully read the com- 
munication in another column with regard to 
the legality of the practice of discrimination. 
The writer, who has given especial atten- 
tion te the subject of the laws regulating the 
relations of railroads and the public, shows 
clearly that common carriers have no right to 
make any other discrimination between their 
patrons than will correspond to the difference 
in the expense of the services. rendered. 
law knows no such doctrine as that the rail- 
road may give a preferential rate to one ship- 
per over another simply because he is a 
heavier shipper, nor that the railroads may 
make this difference in his favor as large as 
may be needed to gain them his patronage 
away from competing railroads, — 
Permission to charge a small _aipper just 
that excess over a heavy shipper which will 
make good to a railroad the extra cost of 
handling a small lot over a big one is a very 
different thing from the practice really in- 
dulged in by our transportation companies. 
They give the great man who may be a Dt- 
rector in the company or may be a partner of 
the freight agent such rates as he needs to 
ctush out his competitors, or as are agreeable 
to him, or such as may be needed to take the 
business away from some other road.

Ir SEEMS TO BE ATTENDING TO BUSINESS—NO 


CHANCE FOR GRAVEYARD INDICTMENTS. 

The grand jury yesterday disposed of nearly 
two dozen cases. Since it has been impaneled 
the jurors bave attended strictly to business 
and done good work. An unusually large dock- 
et awaited them, but the manner in which the 
work is facilitated has greatly dimimished the 
number of cases to be investigated. David 
Lovett, alias Sheeney Dave,” a well-known 
criminal, was indicted.

The Discriminations by Which Railroads 


to Law. 


CHICAGO, Feb. 14.—[Editor of The Tribune.) 


Recent editorials in Tag TRIswNe and in the 
Iowa State Register suggest an inquiry as to the 
right of a railway company to carry at so-called 
wholesale and retail rates. <4 

A railway company is a private corporation 
engaged as a servant. The duties it performs 
as a servant are those embraced within the 
term “common carriage.” It serves the peo- 
ple, or, as is more frequently said, the public. 
Like other servants, it must obey the rules pre- 
scribed for the performance of its duties by its 
master. These rules the public—or, what is the 
same thing, the people—make known through 
the Legislature and the courts, whose enact- 
ments and odecisions declare the principles 
which shali guide and regulate the conduct of 
railway companies and all other public serv- 
ants. The most firmly established of these 
rules is that no common carrier shall unreason- 
ably discriminate in its charges for transporta- 


non. This principle has been declared by stat- 


ute in England and in many States, and it ex- 
ists as a part of the common law in England 
and in all the States. 
Stated in affirmative terms the rule is that 
common carriers must in all cases charge the 
same prices for the same services. Equality 
is equity” is the maxim which che law applies. 
A railway company must charge one price to 
all who desire identical services. This rule 
must be applied without fear or favor. Wheth- 
er the shipper is rich or poor, humble or pow- 
erful, Whether he ships large quantities or 
small quantities, long distances or short dis- 
tances, the price to him must be the same as is 
charged all others for the same services that 
he desires. | 
Lest this be misunderstood it may be well to 
illustrate what is meant. Suppose A and B 
each present for shipment to the same place at 
the same time and over the same railway a bar- 
rel of flour. The law requires the railway com- 


pany to charge the same sum of money for 


carrying each barrel. It must be the same al- 
though A may never ship another pound over 
the road, and although B may ship 10,000 bar- 
rels every year. The fact that B ships 10,000 


' Darrels per year wil not lessen the expense of 


carrying the single barrel and theretoré does 
not entitle B to a cheaper rate on the one bar- 
rel than A. ‘ | 

THIS IS THE DOCTRINE OF THE COURTS.

If the expense of carrying a car-load 
of goods is 10 per cent less than if the same 
goods were carried in different cars and in 
separate parcels, it is lawful to reduce the car- 
load rate 10 per cent below the rates chargeable 
on the goods if sent in small lots. But it is not 
lawful to reduce it more than 10 per cent. A 
reduction of 15 per cent would be an unjust dis- 
crimination to the extent.of 5 per cent. The 
reduction must in all cases correspond to 
the saving in expense. It must be neither 
greater nor less than such saving. If greater 
it is an unjust discrimination against the ship- 
per of small quantities; if less it is unjust to 
the shipper of the large quantity. 

It may fairly be asked whether the reductions 
in rates in favor of shippers of large quanti- 
ties are not in fact greater than are warranted 
by the saving of expense in handling their 
large shipments. If they are-they should be 
readjusted so as to conform to the law. If this 
were done the process by which our large s 
pers are being made .monopolists, each in 
own business, would be suddenly arrested.

Let us suppose a prisoner is brought in sent 
up for two years. He is first taken into the 
guards’ hall, where the Sheriff or deputy re- 
moves his irons and turns the prisoner over to 
the State authorities. The receiving officer 
then takes charge of him, conducting him to 
the bath-room, where he is ordered to strip and 
got into the tub. In the meantime his suit of 
citizen's clothing is gathered up and consigned 
to a wheelbarrow, and if the clothing is infest- 
ed with vermin the entire outfit is wheeled 
away to the boiler-house and consigned to the 

Wuen the convict emerges from the bath- 
tub he is fitted out from head to foot with the 
striped or “ zebra” prison suit, which is of 
alternate black and white stripes, and consists 
of a cap, jacket, vest, pants, and a hickory 
shirt, while the feet are encased in a pair of 
coarse, strong shoes, Previous to his donning 
the prison suit the receiving officer has care- 
fully examined the naked form of the convict 
and noted down the location of every mark, 
sear, mole, or india-ink mark on bis body. This 
memorandum is afterwards made a part of the 
man’s description and is copied on the prison 
books. 
CLOTHES AND HAIR-CUTTING.
